Dennis Farina, the former Chicago cop who 
went on to star in “Law & Order,” “Luck” and 
numerous films, has died. He was 69. 

Farina died Monday morning in Scottsdale, 
Ariz., after suffering a blood clot in his lung, 
his publicist Lori De Waal said Monday 
Born Feb. 29, 1944, in Chicago, Farina 
served with the Chicago Police Department 
for 18 years. While he was a detective he took 
parts on Chicago theater stages and in small 
movie and TV roles. 

“The entire CPD family was saddened to 
hear of the passing of Dennis Farina, a legend- 
ary character actor who was a true-blue Chi- 
cago character,” CPD Superintendent Garry 
McCarthy said in a statement Monday 

‘After an 18 -year career in the Chicago 
Police Department, Dennis had a wonder- 
ful second act in life, bringing his distinctive 
Chicago voice and values to millions of peo-

pie. No matter how far he got, Dennis never 
forgot where he came from, and while he was 
cherished by audiences around the world, he 
will always be first and foremost a guy from 
the Near North Side who helped make this 
city safer. We respect him for his service, we 
regard him for his talent, and we will remem- 
ber him always.” 

After turning to acting full time in the 
1980s, Farina often played police officers or 
mobsters. He appeared in films such as “Mid- 
night Run,” “Get Shorty” “Snatch” and “Sav- 
ing Private Ryan.” He recently produced and 
starred in the independent film “The Last 
Rites of Joe May” 

In 2004, he succeeded Jerry Orbach on 
“Law & Order,” playing Det. Joe Fontana for 
two years. On HBO’s short-lived horse-racing 
drama “Luck,” he gave an incredible perfor- 
mance as Gus Demitriou, the right-hand man 
to gangster Chester Bernstein (Dustin Hoff- 
man). Last season, he guest-starred as Walt on 
Fox’s “New Girl.” 

He is survived by three sons, six grand- 
children and Marianne CahiU, described as 
“the love of his life of 35 years,” according to 
TheWrap.

LONDON Already touted as one of the most famous 
babies in the world, the first child of Britain’s Prince 
William and wife Kate faces a life in the spotlight like 
no previous royal, severely testing the couple’s desire 
to give their offspring a “normal” life. 

From the moment the baby boy leaves the hospital 
in the arms of his parents in front of an army of TV 
cameras and photographers, his life in the public 
eye begins. So does his parents’ formidable battle to 
protect his privacy 

“I’m sure William and Kate will be desperate to give their 
baby as similar an upbringing as they had, as much out of the 
public eye as possible,” royal author Claudia Joseph told Re- 
uters. 

Kate, as the first “commoner” to marry a prince in close 
proximity to the throne in more than 350 years, naturally en- 
joyed an upbringing out of the limelight. 

William and his younger brother, Harry, were able to grow 
up largely out of the media spotlight after Britain’s press 
agreed not to intrude, with little snooping into their early 
years apart from special occasions such as their first day at 
school. 

Of course, it’s a different world today from when they were 
growing up, with any news leak at all able to spread instantly 
through the Internet via social media. Already we’re hearing 
a little more than we wanted to know. Just look at what we’ve 
learned in the first few hours of this kid’s life. 


»The baby was born Monday and 
weighed 8 pounds and 6 ounces. 


» William was at Kate’s side during 
the delivery. 

»The baby was born vagi- 
nally, not via a C-section.

How do you imagine the computer of the 
future? 

In movies like “Iron Man” and “Minor- 
ity Report,” characters reach out and move 
virtual objects around in midair with their 
hands, sending windows and images sail- 
ing through 3-D space without touching a 
keyboard or controller. 

That future is now here. The new Leap 
Motion controller, which starts shipping 
preorders Monday and costs $80, is the first 
commercial gadget that will bring some of 
that Hollywood magic to laptops and desk- 
tops. The screen still is two-dimensional for 
now, but fingers and hands are free to poke, 
grab and flick in 3-D to move through ap- 
plications. The device will go on sale at Best 
Buy on Sunday 

Last month CNN named Leap Motion 
as one of the 10 startups to watch for 2013. 
CNN tested out the new controller to get a 
taste of this touch-free future: 

Motion detection 

The Leap Motion controller follows in 
the footsteps of the Microsoft Kinect. But 
where the Kinect tracks large movements for 
the entire body, the Leap is meant for small, 
subtle hand movements made close to the 
screen. Leap says its technology can track 
precise movements to within one-hundredth 
of a millimeter. 

Optimally the Leap controller sits about 
an inch in front of the keyboard, lined up 
with the middle of the computer screen. Its 
sensors can pick up movement as far as 2 feet 
up in the air and 2 feet out from each side of 
the device, creating an invisible oblong field 
for moving your hands around. 

The Mac- and Windows-compatible con- 
troller plugs into a USB port and is remark- 


ably small— close in size to a pack of gum. 
The half-inch-high and 3 -inch-long rectangle 
also is impressively light, weighing in at a 
tenth of a pound. 

Drawbacks 

The Leap sensors are extremely sensitive. 
This is great for when you want to make 
small precise movements, but maddeningly 
finicky when you’re just trying to do some- 
thing simple like select a button. 

In the app Frog Dissection, pinning a 
virtual amphibian to a table to dissect it re- 
quires a steady hand. Keeping your arms and 
hands very still— a requirement in many pro- 
grams to select something on the screen— is 
harder and more tiring than it looks. Leap 
suggests using the device with your elbows 
propped on the desk. 

A promising future 

Despite its limitations, the Leap technol- 
ogy has a bright future. Developers are work- 
ing on new apps and on integrating Leap 
support into existing ones. 

Michael Buckwald, Leap’s co-founder and 
CEO, said that while the company has been 
focusing on this controller for now, the hard- 
ware is small enough to be built into mobile 
devices like a tablet. Working directly with 
an equipment manufacturer could result in a 
more controlled and consistent experience. 

The Leap Motion controller is a promis- 
ing foray into desktop 3-D gesture control. 
The technology feels like the rough first draft 
of something that will grow more polished 
over time. It’s still young, and will hopefully 
improve as developers pinpoint the best ways 
to use it. 

The Leap is a curiosity worth watching. 
But for now, don’t ditch your keyboard and 
mouse.
